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GET THE MOST OUT OF 
YOUR TRUCKS 


by Curtis Hesselgrave 


One of the keys to improving your skating 
is getting optimum performance from 
your trucks. This top performance is eas- 
ier to achieve when you know a little bit 
about the variables involved; so, today, 
we'll talk about trucks and all the ways 
that you can fine-tune them for increased 
performance. 

The range of adjustment is wide: Choice 
of system, riser pads, wheel base and 
tension bolt adjustment. All of these 
greatly affect handling characteristics of 
your board. We'll discuss each area sep- 
arately, with the understanding that it is 
through using all the variables in con- 
junction that you achieve a fully tuned 
board. 


CHOICE OF SYSTEM | 

There are many brands of trucks on the 
market. If performance—and not price— 
determines your choice, you should sur- 
vey the different designs and choose 
what looks good to you based on a few 
fundamentals of design understanding. 
Without going into specific detail about 
how different designs affect truck action 
(perhaps we’ll do that in a later article), 
there is one easy test that will give a basic 
indication of how a truck will perform. 
Holding the board upside-down, press 
down on one of the axles. Notice whether 
the tip of the axle goes down at asteep or 
shallow angle. The steeper the angle, the 
faster turning reaction the truck will have. 


The shallower the angle, the more the 
truck will draw a turn out. It’s easiest-to 
see this if you are looking at a couple of 
different brands of trucks at the same 
time. The other major design variable is 
axle width. Narrower axles turn tighter 
circles than wide ones. The combination 
of turn angle and axle width determines 
the performance characteristic of the de- 
sign. There are other variables, too, but 
these are the most important. To find out 
what's best for you, test ride the different 
makes and models. When you test ride, 
remember to use boards with the same 
wheel base (the distance between the 
front and rear axles), the same width and 
diameter wheels and the same tension 
adjustment. All these factors will affect 
the feel of the truck. Be scientific: What 
you want to feel is the trucks only, so 
keep all other variables the same. 


RISER PADS 

Riser pads were originally introduced to 
give more clearance between the board 
and the larger wheels when they first 
came out on the market. People quickly 
learned that they affected performance, 
too, by making the board feel ‘‘tall.’’ This 
resulted in riser pads of varying thick- 
nesses. Some found that they liked the 
‘tall’ feeling, while others liked being 
closer to the pivot point of the trucks. 
Those people either don't use pads at all, 
or they use thin ones to get some added 
wheel clearance while still feeling close 
to the action. Here, it’s a matter of taste. 
Try different set-ups and see what feels 
best to you. Riser pads are inexpensive 
and are a good accessory to experiment 
with. 


WHEEL BASE 

The distance between the trucks is the 
wheel base of your board. Wheel base is 
generally limited by the length of the 
board, but there can still be a lot of vari- 
ation in truck placement which will affect 
the handling characteristics. Many man- 
ufacturers are now pre-driiling their 
boards to standard wheel bases for all 
boards of the same length. The distance 
is usually 3%4’’ to 3%” in the nose (to the 
base plate) and 4%" to 4%” in the tail. 
Sometimes, boards 32’ and above are 
drilled at 5’’ to 5%4"’ for increased lever- 
age to compensate for the length. The 
original formula for a kick tail was to place 
the back edge of the wheel directly under 
the start of the kick. If the rear edge of the 
wheel is forward of this, there will be more 
leverage; if behind, leverage will be de- 
creased and you'll get a stiffer response 
when kick turning. Again, we are dealing 
with matters of personal taste. You need 
to experiment to find what suits you best. 
The front truck placement is standardized 
by the manufacturers so that the board 
will do nose wheelies well. Some bank 
riders have found that the board will 
handle rough transitions better when the 
front truck is moved forward to between 
2" and 2%" from the nose. 
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“The goal is to have the equipment become 
an extension of your body.’’

TRUCK ADJUSTMENT 

How stiff or loose you like your trucks is a 
personal thing, but you might be missing 
a great learning aid if you're keeping your 
trucks set at one stiffness all the time. As 
you begin to learn a maneuver, tighten 
your trucks a bit. This will stabilize the 
board, permitting you to work on body 
movement more easily. As you begin to 
get the move wired, loosen the trucks 
again and get radical. When you skate'a 
new place, tighten your trucks; as you ad- 
just to the contours, you can loosen up. It 
is also interesting to go through longer 
periods of time with the trucks adjusted 
differently than you normally have them 
set. This gives you a better feel for what 
your body is doing, since you change the 
pressures you apply to the board in your 
moves to compensate for a different ad- 
justment. The goal is to have the equip- 
ment become an extension of your body. 
The more you play with the variables, the 
more you become confident and free in 
your maneuvers. 

Remember also that truck rubbers wear 
out. As they wear, they get looser and 
less resilient; this will affect performance. 
You should replace worn rubbers that are 
too frayed or cracked. 

Trucks have a wide range of adjustability; 
use it! Get into fine-tuning your equip- 
ment—it can only help you skate better 
and safer.

SLIDE VARIATIONS 


by Wentzle Ruml IV 
(as told to Skip Engblom) 


360° SLIDE OR REVERSAL 

When the skateboarding world was 
practicing things like handstands, head- 
stands and three-board tricks, my friends 
and | decided that skating was not a gym- 
nastic exercise. The area in which we 
skate is basically a hilly region with many 
bank and pool type environments. For us, 
multi-board freestyle was a non-func- 
tional type of skating. So, left to our own 
devices, we pushed one-board skating to 
its present limits. My idea was to build a 
type of skating in which style, control and 
function were brought together in a fluid 
form of self-expression. The foundation 
for this type of skating was laid by myself, 
Stacy Peralta, Tony Alva, Paul Cullen, 
Peggy Oki, D. Oldham, Jim Muir, Shogo 
Kubo, Bob Biniak and Jay Adams. This 
came about in our old Bert or Zephyr 
Slide days. We found out—due to trial and 
error—that this move was most effective 
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to save us from speed wobbles or Stu- 
debaker intervention which, from time to 
time, crossed our paths. 

The 360° Slide is a trick, if you want to 
call it that, which took me a long time to 
perfect. It’s my hope to help you learn this 
move a bit faster than | did—considering 
that the only tip | got from friends was 
hearing them say, ‘“‘Hey, Wentz, you al- 
most got it,’’ to which I’d reply, ‘Yeah, 
great.”’ 

But when | pulled it off, | knew that spe- 
cial feeling which comes from working 
long hours to combine a new maneuver 
like this one into my quest for more radi- 
cal, yet fluid, motion to dig on when I’m 
skating. 


THE 360 DEGREE SLIDE ITSELF 

Terrain: A 40° to 70° slope. It must 
have a smooth texture and a round bot- 
tom; this helps stop you from being 
pitched at the bottom. 

Step #1: You must have a fair amount 
of speed built up so that you have time to 
set your feet before you reach the bank. 
Set your feet directly over both sets of 
wheels and prepare to meet the bank. 

Step # 2: Hit the bank, pulling up hard 
to get momentum behind you. Then go 
into a squat. This sets you up for the next 
step. 

Step #3: Place both hands on the 
ground, then start to unweight or shift 
your weight. 

Step #4: Transfer weight to your 
hands and front foot. Do not, however, let 
your back wheels leave the surface. At 
this point, you are pulling your body in 
the direction of your hands; your head is 
facing downhill and you are halfway into 
your move. You will notice a slight drifting 
sensation. 

Step #5: Now your board is above 
your head. Your body, however, is still 
facing downhill. 

Step #6: Now, due to the built-up 
speed, the wheels all break loose; you re- 
act in a relaxed fashion by releasing the 
pressure from your hands and resetting 
the top part of your body to follow the flow 
of the board around. 

Step #7: Re-set your hands at a 
higher place on the bank in order to reset 
yourself for the thrust in a downward 
direction. 

Step #8: Keeping low, with your body 
re-centered over the wheels, use your 
hands to redirect and to catch your 
weight, in order to control this final stage 
of reentry to the downward path. (Note: It 
is important to place your entire weight 
evenly over the board so that you will de- 
scend smoothly and in total control.)

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SkateBoarder Interview: 


John utson 


by Tom Cuthbertson 


It has been a good year for Santa Cruz 
Team Pro, John Hutson. Out of 14 
races he entered (in Ohio, Colorado 
and California), he won 11, took 2nd 
place in 2 and placed 3rd only once. 
With a performance record like that, it 
may seem surprising that you don't 
hear more about him; but both his 
personality and his location have led 
to John's unheralded rise to the top of 
the competitive scene. He got his start 
in skateboarding in the early ‘60's, on 
the flatlands of the Santa Clara Valley 
in Northern California. He moved over 
the hill with his surfboard and his skate 
when he got out of high school; he has 
been skateboarding and surfing 
around Santa Cruz ever since, far from 
the cameras, cliques and ingrown 
competition of the Southland. Hutson 
hasn’t ever sought out the notoriety 
available through heated sessions with 
the elite skaters at their elite hidden 
spots and selected hot parks. He 
enjoys bank and pool riding, and likes 
to compete on vertical terrain; but 
from the start, his competitive spirit 
has developed in racing situations that 
weren’t in the spotlight . . . but that 
were fun and challenging, 
nonetheless. He gave me some time 
for an interview one afternoon 
recently, between delivering a load of 
new wheels, going over a new park 
design, working out and taking care of 
his baby daughter, Joanne.

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DID YOU START RIGHT OUT DOING 
DOWNHILL IN THE OLD CLAY-WHEEL 
DAYS? 

Well, there weren't too many hills where | 
lived. We mostly fooled around on the 
sidewalks and driveways. There was one 
hill in a park near where | lived, this grass 
hill that was really steep, and we used to 
shoot it. Just rip right down, and try not to 
fall at the bottom. 


WAS THAT ON THE CLASSIC TWO- 
BY-FOUR BOARD? 

No, we had ready-made ones. Thick 
wood things with teeny little trucks and 
those open-bearing wheels. We used to 
customize them: Sand ‘em all down and 
paint competition stripes on ‘em. 

DID YOU RACE BACK THEN? 

Yeah, we used to race in figure eights, 
like flat-track car racing, in this guy's 
driveway. It had 3 15’ square sections, 
around these little garden boxes, and the 
middle section was sunken and tilted, so 
you had to drop as you came around your 
turn and went for the cross at the middle. 
We'd get 3 or 4 kids racing around and 
around, and it would get pretty wild in the 
intersection at the bottom of that drop. 
DID YOU DO ANY SLALOM BACK 
THEN? 

Yeah, sort of. | used to take paint cans 
and make a course going out of the ga- 
rage, down the driveway and around the 
corner onto the sidewalk. It was only 
about 10 gates or so, but |’d make it hard, 
so you Couldn't even make it the first 
time. Then, the third time or so, you'd just 
make it. After a few more runs, you'd start 
to find a groove. | used to do it for hours. 
I'd see how much of a track | could put 
down, where the wheels were wearing 
off, you know; you could see where your 
groove was that way. But then, every 
once in a while, you'd see a mark way out 
beyond it where you blew the turn 
(Laughs). 


DID YOU GET INTO ANY CONTESTS 
IN THAT ERA? 

No, my first contest was only about 3% 
years ago, at Scott's Valley days. 
(Laughs) It was real funky, you know, the 
kind of thing with a pancake breakfast, a 
parade and a skateboard contest for the 
kicker. 


YOU WERE ON BETTER WHEELS 
AND TRUCKS BY THEN, THOUGH, 
WEREN’T YOU? 

Oh yeah; Trackers and Road Rider Two’s, 
| guess. 


WASN’T IT ABOUT THAT TIME YOU 
STARTED SETTING UP SLALOM 
CONES IN ALL SORTS OF WEIRD 
PLACES? 

Yeah. We used to set em up in the old Los 
Gatos Reservoir, which had these big, 
banked walls; and at the Pit; and then 
there was this sidewalk going down the 
hill into Santa Cruz. lt had all these bumps 
and dips for the driveways; we used to set 
up courses through all of that. It was 
great! You had to be quick, ‘cause the 
different surfaces kept coming at you so 
fast. 

YOU WERE STILL USING A SMALL, 
QUICK BOARD THEN, WEREN’T 
YOU? 

Yeah. When the fiberglass tops came in, | 
was still skating on my little old board, so | 
got a 24” glass top. | stuck with that thing 
for a long time. | was into it because the 
longer boards seemed to lose traction— 
mainly because | wouldn't stand in the 
right place on them, | guess. Also, | 
couldn't do a hard, quick pump at slower 
speeds on a long board (for accelera- 
tion). But then, part of the reason for that 
was the trucks. | was using the big Track- 
ers then, and those things didn’t pump so 
good for me. Since then, I’ve gotten into 
boards that are a little longer with Bennett 
Pro’s or Halftrack’s, which turn quicker 
and are lighter. The board and the trucks

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and the wheels, too, are all related: You 
change one, and it affects the others. 


DO YOU USE DIFFERENT TRUCKS 
NOW? 

No, |’m pretty much locked into Bennetts 
because of the light weight and because 
they have the best geometry for a tight 
turning radius. 


DO YOU CHANGE WHEELS AROUND 
MUCH, OR DO YOU HAVE ONE SET 
FOR ALL CONDITIONS ? 

Well, there are always Road Riders; but 
we do fiddle around with them, trying to 
find something that’s faster or something 
that's grippier. 

HOW ABOUT WHEELS WITH DIFFER- 
ENT DESIGNS OR DIMENSIONS ? 

No, they’re about set, although they're 
just a little bigger and a little wider than 
they used to be. You don’t want them too 
big, you know, because they start chang- 
ing the whole function of the trucks; they 
act like a gyroscope, and you have to 
fight them to turn. 

YOU USE BIGGER WHEELS FOR THE 
STRAIGHT-OFF STUFF, THOUGH? 
Well, it has more to do with speed. You get 
up to about 25, 30 miles per hour, and 
that’s where all the slalom equipment 
leaves off and the downhill stuff comes in. 
Bigger wheels, real tight trucks, solid 
boards over 32”’ long. 

YOU USE A SMALLER LAMINATED 
BOARD FOR SLALOM, THOUGH, 
DON’T YOU? ONE OF THOSE GRAPH- 
ITE-LOADED THINGS? 

Yeah, the Santa Cruz Board. It has a 4”’ 
thick core of maple and an epoxy skin 
with fiberglass cloth and pre-stressed, 
unidirectional fibers of graphite. | use ei- 
ther a 27%"' or a 28”’ model with the 
trucks set near the ends. It’s a stiffer 
board—only flexes about 2’ at the max— 
and it has a really quick return. 

THAT’S FOR THRUST, FOR ACCELER- 
ATION, RIGHT ? 

No, you don’t actually accelerate with the 
flex and return. You rely on your turning, 
on your twisting motion for that. The flex 
is good mainly for traction and control. It

acts like a shock absorber, so there’s a 
little forgiveness to make up for uneven 
surfaces and handling. lf the board is 
completely rigid and you slip a little . . . 
fwoosh, it’s gone! With some flex, you 
can control it. 

HMM, THAT’S SOMETHING. THAT 
STRAIGHTENS OUT A MIS- 
CONCEPTION I’VE HAD FOR A LONG 
TIME. MOST PEOPLE THOUGHT THE 
FLEX COULD ACCELERATE, DIDN’T 
THEY ? 

Yeah, I've had a lot of arguments with 
manufacturers over designing equipment 
because of that. They still think the flex 
can propel you, but it can't. It’s the tight- 
ening of the radius of your turn and then 
opening it up, the twist you do with your 
knees and ankles. The only thing the flex 
can do is change the turning geometry of 
the truck, and it only does that enough to 
make a difference on boards that really 
flex. 

THOSE BOARDS DON’T PERFORM 
VERY WELL, EITHER. WHY IS THAT ? 
They're slow; they don’t come back in 
time for the next turn—and they’re 
spongy, like bad shocks on a car; they 
mush out, and you can’t contro] them. 
What you want is responsiveness and 
control. A light board with slight flex and 
quick return comes out best, when it’s 
coupled with light trucks that have a tight 
turning radius. A lot of riders use heavier 
equipment and it hurts them; it slows 
them down, just like those over-flexy, 
mushy boards do. 

| SEE: IT’S GOT TO BE LIGHT BUT RE- 
SPONSIVE. FOR DOWNHILL, 
THOUGH, YOU WANT A BIG BOARD, 
BIG WHEELS AND TIGHT TRUCKS TO 
KEEP THINGS FROM GETTING 
SQUIRRELY, RIGHT ? 

Exactly. But you don’t want things to get 
too big: You go beyond a certain size and 
weight, and you start to lose control; the 
board just starts to do its own thing. | like 
to have complete control over the board, 
no matter how fast I’m going. | won't be 
using any downhill board that’s much 
over 36’ long, even at Signal Hill. That's 


for control and, well, for lots of other 
reasons. 

LIKE...? 

Getting off the top of the hill fast, for one. 


THE TAKE OFF ? 

Yeah. It’s really critical how fast you can 
get up to that terminal velocity at the start 
of arace. Lots of people don’t realize how 
important that is. 

WHAT ABOUT THE RACES WHERE 
THEY PUSH THE RIDERS OFF THE 
TOP? 

They aren’t really races. Like at Signal 
Hill, they just go for the highest speed, us- 
ing any old way they want to get up to it. | 
don’t think it's a race unless it runs from 
point ‘‘A’’ to point ‘‘B” and includes the 
skater pushing himself off the start. 


THAT KIND OF RULES OUT THOSE 
LITTLE CARS, THOUGH, DOESN’T 
IT? 

Yep. | think they ought to eliminate those 
things completely. They're like the funny 
cars of the sport, but they’re not even 
funny. They have no place in skateboard- 
ing. They ought to put them in museums 
or something, or run them off their own 





hill somewhere; but they shouldn't even 
be at a skateboarding event. In fact, if | 
ever come up in an event where they're 
around again, I'm going to really hesitate 
and think it over before | even enter. 
That’s how strongly | feel about them. 
They just cloud up everything; besides, 
the spectators don’t like them much. In 
Akron, the crowd was chanting, ‘‘No 
more cars! No more cars!”’ after they’d 
watched about an hour of guys pushing 
those little plastic things over the hilltop. 
There's just so much to the standing 
race: There's the start, and then how 
quick you can get into your fairing posi- 
tion, getting set so the air comes off you 
really clean. It’s not just your head and 
your shoulders; you have to learn to feel 
when the streamlining is right—all the 
way back to your hands. And it’s hard to 
do, too. It isn’t just standing there how- 
ever’s comfortable; in fact, the better 
your fairing stance, the harder it is to con- 
trol the board. 

HOW'S THAT ? 

Well, you have to stand with your feet in 
line, with almost no diagonal, so it’s hard 
to even keep your balance. It makes

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steering weird, but | like it if there are 
curves in the course. Then it becomes a 
real race, You have to get into your fairing 
stance quickly for the chutes, then stand 
up and handle the board in the turns, then 
slip back into the fairing again; and it all 
has to be smooth. It takes much more 
skill, and it’s more exciting for the specta- 
tors, too; they can really see something 
happening. This is what made Catalina so 
nice; the people really got into it, and the 
T.V. could make a good show out of it fora 
change. It’s more like a downhill ski race. 


THE CATALINA COURSE WAS YOUR 
FAVORITE DOWNHILL? 

No, | liked the one in Aspen, Colorado, 
even more. It was over a mile long, and 
there were a bunch of good bends and 2 
sharp turns. And it was steep; the speeds 
were up around 35-40 miles per hour. 
That isn't fast compared to the straight- 
off speeds those little cars get up to, but it 
doesn’t matter. When you see it, with the 
curves and all, you know it’s FAST. 

WAS THE PAVEMENT GOOD AT 
ASPEN? 

Yeah, it was real good. At Catalina it was 
good, too; there were a couple of 
twitches in it, but that was good, too—it 
made it hairy. 


ISN’T THERE QUITE A DANGER OF 
WRECKS WHEN IT’S LIKE THAT? 

No. You hardly ever have a wreck in a 
race like that. They run one at a time, for 
one thing. And the guys who are just fair- 
to-good riders will take it real conserva- 
tively and back off at the dangerous 
places. The top 3 or 4 skaters, who are 
going to be coming down way faster than 
the others, will take a lot of calculated 
risks; but then, they know how to. They 
don’t make mistakes: They just can’t af- 
ford to. | think it was Franz Klammer, the 
downhill ski racer, who said that he had 
fallen only once in a real heavy downhill, 
and he never wants to fall again. It’s 
about the same in skateboarding. The 


speeds are much slower, but you're on 
asphalt. If you fall, you don’t slide like on 
snow: You bounce and skip and dig in, 
and that tends to crush things and round 
off corners. You try to avoid that kind of 
thing. I’ve never fallen in a downhill. 

DO YOU HAVE A MUCH MORE FULL- 
ON ATTACK IN THOSE TIGHT LITTLE 
SLALOMS? 

Oh, sure. On those you can fall and not 
get hurt much; you're almost bound to fall 
now and then, because you're doing so 
much so fast. You slip sooner or later, and 
then you go down before you can do any- 
thing. But there’s a difference between a 
full-on attack at a flat set of cones and go- 
ing full on down a giant slalom, which is 
what | call rea/ slalom. On a real slalom, 
you use much more technique. You have 
your feet set a little farther apart, you use 
compression as well as thrusting, and 
you use your whole body more. 


WHO DO YOU THINK YOU LEARNED 
THE MOST FROM, ON THAT LEVEL? 
Well, | used to pick up stuff from other 
racers; but you get up to a certain point, 
especially on the giant slalom, and you 
just have to rely on what you've got your- 
self. You get your own pattern, then you 
work and work and work it. 


| NOTICE YOU CALLED THE GIANT 
SLALOM THE ONLY REAL SLALOM. 
THE LITTLE ONES AREN’T REAL? 
No. A straight little slalomis nota slalom. 


WHAT IS IT, THEN? 

A drill; just a boring drill. These straight 
courses don’t incorporate all of the 
moves that a slalom racer really should 
have: the ability to break the fall line, go 
around a cone, use all his weight to com- 
press in a turn and hold the traction, then 
open it up to the max as he comes out. 
Those tight little runs are just straight sets 
of cones; all you do is wiggle through 
‘em. It becomes a contest to see how 
quick you can wiggle. We call them 
“wiggle wongers.”’ Now, | don’t mind if

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they wind up a big slalom with a quick F z = 
straight set of cones to maintain the mo- ‘vi ih a ii vw A, 
mentum down on the level, but that rie / 
shouldn't be the whole course. People 
have gotten locked into thinking that 
that's all there is to slalom. Contest orga- 
nizers stick to it, too, because it’s so 
simple for them; they don’t have to take 
any chances; they can have their whole 
show in a neat little box. 

1S THAT WHAT MAKES SO MANY 
CONTESTS A DRAG FROM THE 
RACER’S POINT OF VIEW? 

Well, partly. It’s more than that. There’s 
this whole problem between the pro- 
moters and the competitors. Both are to 
blame. The promoters just don’t know 
enough about what they're trying to pro- 
mote. They aren't trying to rip off the skat- 
ers, but it seems like it. lf they'd learn 
more about the sport and try to present 
good, challenging competition, they'd 
get off a lot better. The skaters are to 
blame, too. They won't ever just accept 
the challenge the promoters give them; 
they always want to run the contest their 
own way. You get to a contest and, even if 
the course is good, there’s always a 
group of skaters who want to change it. 
Even if the course is so bizarre that every- 
body agrees it has to be changed, the 
skaters get into fights about how it should 
be changed. There needs to be a lot more 
give and take than there is now. It’s just a 
matter of time before a stable format for 
the competition gets set up. 

WHAT WOULD YOU LIKE TO SEE IN 
THAT FORMAT ? 

Slalom courses set up where there is 
some terrain; instead of those flat, 
straight lines, there should be steep 
places, curves, bumps and even banks. 
I'd like to see more full-on downhill events 
like the one in Aspen, too. And I'd really 
like to see more cross-country, mass- 
start races like the one they had in Dillon, 
Colorado. That had all kinds of chal- 
lenges in it. You even had to hop off your

board at one place, carry it across this 
mud, scrape your feet off, then jump back 
on. (laughs) Now that was an interesting 
race! It even rained right in the middle of 
it, So guys were sliding off the wet corners 
and everything. But there are other ways 
they could make more interesting 
courses. They could set them up in some 
of the terrain of the skate parks, for 
instance. 

THEY HAVEN’T TRIED THAT YET, 
HAVE THEY ? 

No, they just set up a wiggle wonger on 
some nearly flat slope. | don't think there 
are many pecple who really have the vi- 
sion of it. 

HOW ABOUT THE DESIGN OF 
PARKS ? DO YOU THINK THEY’RE 
GOING TO CHANGE FOR THE 
BETTER? 

| sure hope so. |’ve been working on a de- 
sign for a park that will be built up in San 
Jose soon, and we think it'll be way bet- 
ter. It will be made to facilitate momentum 
better. It'll be made so you can skate and 
skate without having to get off the board 
and walk back to a starting point. Instead 
of the standard hill-chute-bowl that you 
can get stuck in, there will be outlets for 
each area so the whole thing is contin- 
uous. The bumps and wails and banks 
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will be placed so you could keep skating 
all day long without getting off your 
board, if you were in condition for it. 


BUT WOULDN’T SOME AREAS GET 
CROWDED? 

It would have to be carefully done. You'd 
have to have a certain flow to if, you 
know, and limit the number of people in 
there at one time. Then you'd have a 
couple of special corners where guys 
could get isolated if they want to. 


WHAT ABOUT THE SURFACE? ARE 
YOU GOING TO PUT THAT SLIGHTLY 
BRUSHED ROUGHNESS INTO IT? 
NO! It’s got to be smooth, much 
smoother than most of them are now. The 
smoother it is—unless it’s polished ce- 
ment, like ina garage—the more even the 
traction is. And the surface should start 
out extremely smooth because it'll get 
rougher as it weathers. 


SO SOME OF THOSE GRITTY- 
SURFACED PARKS ARE GOING TO 
GET REALLY GNARLY ? 

Yeah. When you fall on something like 
that, it's total disaster. If it's smooth, you 
just slip as you fall. Besides, the wheels 
roll noticeably faster on a smoother sur- 
face; you can keep your momentum up. 
There's a really smooth bow! at Upland, 


and it’s the easiest one to gyrate in, | 
think. 


SO YOU’RE TALKING ABOUT A FAST- 
SURFACE PARK WITH LOTS OF 
WALLS, BANKS, MOGULS AND 
BOWLS, WITH SKATERS CON- 
STANTLY ZOOMING ALL OVER IT? 
WON’T THAT SOUND RISKY TO 
BACKERS ? 

No, not necessarily. The idea is to make it 
move and to make it a challenge to those 
who are up to it, too. You’d have to work 
out the design really carefully. The 
depths of the drops, the steepness, the 
widths and the transitions would all have 
to be made for a median speed, so a new 
skater could just cruise through it; but all 
along the way, there should be things 
around that a real hot skater could work 
hard and make as interesting as he 
wanted. You’d have to wear safety gear, 
of course. 

DO YOU ALWAYS WORK OUT WITH A 
HELMET, GLOVES AND PADS? 

Pretty much, yeah. I’m also starting to 
think that those padded shorts, like the 
ones Rector makes, are really important. 
A lot of old hip injuries that skaters 
thought were a minor problem when they 
happened are turning into rea/ per- 
manent problems; they get calcium de- 
posits in there, or something, and they're 
starting to cripple guys after a couple of 
years. As far as requiring them in parks, | 
don't know. They help, but they aren't a 
total solution. There’s always a danger of 
injury in skating; you have that in any ac- 
tion sport. Take skiing, for instance: A 
couple of people get killed and some oth- 
ers get paralyzed every year from spinal 
injuries. The same risk occurs in skating. 
That's part of it, and you can't stop it with 
required safety stuff. But anybody who’s 
smart will try to limit the danger with the 
safety equipment that makes sense. 

DO YOU THINK THE SORT OF 
FURIOUS AGGRESSIVENESS OF THE 
CULT HEROES MAKES IT MORE UN- 
SAFE? 


No, not necessarily. They know what they 
can do, and they're always pushing the 
limits; but just a bit. Besides, they're good 
for the sport. They pull more people into 
it, like the heroes do in any sport. Things 
might be nicer for some people if there 
weren't any hero worship, but | see it all 
as promotion of the sport, and !’m all for 
that. Even when | go to a park down 
South, where I'm not one of the big-name 
regulars, | can still get into the feeling of 
working a bowl with a couple of other 
skaters who are really good, and being 
pushed to try harder and harder stuff. You 
44 may not like the scene if you aren't into it, 
but if you’re doing it, you get all fired up 
and try more than you ever would other- 
wise; that’s when things get interesting. 
HOW ABOUT ALL THIS RIVALRY BE- 
TWEEN AREAS? IS THAT O.K., TOO? 
It can be played up as competition, and it 
might work to help the sport; but so much 
of it is silly now. | mean, the idea that 
some bunch of hard guys from one little 
area of town claim that they are the only 
; great skaters, that’s crazy! You travel 
around the country and you see guys 
popping up all over the place now. You're 
going to get situations at parks where one 
little So-Gal group is quibbling with an- 
other So-Cal group, and some kid from 
the backwoods of Pennsylvania or some- 
where will drop in and just blow them all 
right out of the park. And they'll probably 
go right on quibbling! But that stuff will 
die out, I’m sure. The sport is getting too 
big for it. 
YOU HAVE MADE SKATEBOARDING 
YOUR WHOLE LIFE’S WORK NOW. 
HOW DOES THAT REST WITH YOUR 
FAMILY ? 
Well, they share in it. My wife is into the 
| whole effort I’m making. She knows I’m 
i much better off now than back when | 
was a clerk in a department store. That 
was bad for both of us; there was no- 
where to go with it. lt would have come 
out in our daughter, too, even though 
she’s just a baby. So my wife kept telling 
me to keep trying, even when | wasn't 
winning much. You know, you don't really 
lose unless you quit. You can lose a lot of 
races and still be o.k. if you’re looking 
ahead to the next ones. Now that things 
have been breaking my way, it’s all worth 
i) it. It's rewarding for all of us when | win; 
Jenny enjoys my success as much as | 
do. Besides, shoot (laughs), we're even 
making a decent living off it this year. Al- 
most. But it’s more than the bucks. Like, | 
remember at the last slalom in Dillon, Col- 
orado; the main street had people lined 
up all along the sides, and we started up 
onthis platform. | looked down just before 
| my start, and there was Jenny standing 
down there along the side, with Joanne 
asleep in her arms, and she was just smil- 
ing up at me, this big smile. I'll never for- 
get that. It’s like a really clear picture in 
my mind. 
DID YOU WIN THE RACE? 
Of course.

he year is 1980. It is a brisk Winter 

evening in a suburb of Chicago, 

which is the home of Space Skate, 

a modular skatepark of tubes and 
bowls set up inside a plastic air struc- 
ture, resembling a giant half-bubble. 
Summer prevails within. A young skat- 
er, dressed only in shorts, t-shirt, ten- 
nies, pads and helmet, enters a trans- 
parent 20-foot-deep bowl through a 
trapdoor and begins kick turning his 
way up the wall. As he hits the halfway 
mark, his wheels cross over a pressure 
sensitive strip of electronic tape trig- 
gering on a laser light projector. Within 
seconds the night lights directly over- 
head begin to dim and the bowl fills 
with glowing colors, creating a distinct 
pattern of circles, arrows and squares, 
like the face of a pinball machine, only 
human-size. Immediately, the skater 
aims toward a flashing red light near 
the rim on the opposite side of the bowl 
and, in passing over it, trips another 
pressure device which, in turn, sounds 
a bell. On the return, he carves a slight 
arc to catch a yellow and, then, an or- 
ange light, causing other bells to go off.

The scenario may sound a bit far- 
fetched, but is it really?

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tics for a ‘‘Disneyland-type effect,” sim- 
ply comments: ‘‘We put men on the 
moon, didn't we?”’ What’s more, Gary, 
formerly with Skatepark Constructors 
and currently one of Hi-flite’s skater- 
advisors on parks and ramps, insists 
that it’s an idea whose time has come. 
No doubt, the Rampage (Vol. 4, No. 3), 
an 8-foot-wide, 14-foot-high and 15- 
foot-diameter plywood half-pipe con- 
structed last summer by Tom Stewart 
and Gary, caught many unaware then, 
too. And as for the mass acceptance of 
such a sophisticated skate environ- 
ment, one might point out that even 
vertical aces like Doug Schneider have 
been known to spend hours on the 
road on daily excursions to Upland, 
only to put in more time playing pinball

than riding the pipe or bowls. For Doug, 
something like Space Skate would be 
Heaven. 


The ramps, on the other hand, are al- 
most here. Both Imperial Century of 
San Diego and Hi-flite of La Jolla, are 
beginning to market half-pipes with 
metal frames and hard plastic surfaces. 
The latter group is even going so far as 
to build a $20,000 mold so as to form 
their plastic sheet material, called ‘‘Tuf- 
fac,”’ into quarter spheres of 10’ radii. 
(Tuffac, like the Lexan used by Imperial 
Century on the Pepsi ramps, requires 
special molding processes to form a 
compound, or double axis, curve.) As 
such, two of those units may be joined 
to form a circular bowl measuring 20’ in 
diameter and 12-15’ in height, or when 
linked together with two 8-foot-wide 
sections of half-pipe, a 36-foot-long 
“Black Hole Pool.’’ However, if you’re 
tempted to go out and start measuring 
your backyard, be forewarned that, as 
the center attraction in Hi-flite’s port- 
able ‘‘Space Park,” the pool is going 
for a cool $44,000—and that’s without 
laser lights and bells. At that rate, you 
might as well opt for the whole sugges- 
ted seven-run park at a total cost of 
$97,750. At any rate, the skateboard 
ramp, like the sport itself, has certainly 
come a long way in a very short time. 


n 1965, possibly the first ramp ever 

constructed for skateboarding was 

debuted at the World Skateboard 

Championships in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia. The idea was a simple one: Provide 
a sloping run for slalom competition, in 
an otherwise flat area. Ten years later, 
Bill Bahne took that same idea and gen- 
eral design, and built for the Del Mar 
Championships, a 28-foot-wide, 150- 
foot-long and 13-foot-high structure, 
which came to be known simply as the 
““Bahne ramp.’’ Although not con- 
ceived to be portable, the steel scaf- 
folding and particleboard surface were

subsequently broken down and rebuilt 
twice again for major competitions that 
year at the Orange County Fairgrounds 
and the L.A. Sports Arena. From there it 
went on to serve the sport in a much 
less glorious fashion: ‘“‘We made work- 
bench tops out of it,’’ Bill remarks, 
laughing. 

About a year thereafter, the Northern 
California Championships at San Fran- 
cisco’s famous Cow Palace, employed 
a much larger and steeper wood 
ramp—the ‘Patterson ramp’’—which 
lead to undoubtedly the most intense 
speed and slalom competition of any 
indoor contest ever held. And yet, 
probably more significant in terms of 
present trends in the sport, was the use 
of afew smaller ramps as well as a fiber- 
glass swimming pool. The latter, al- 
though somewhat flimsy and meant to 
entertain with demonstrations by Greg 
Weaver and others rather than to sell a 
product or concept, nonetheless must 
have sparked some serious interest in 
nonpermanent (i.e., not concrete or as- 
phalt) bowls. Within the next year, for 
example, a few large backyard plywood 
bowls began appearing in nearby envi- 
rons, one of which was Rick Black- 
heart’s 16’ x 20’ creation, and another, 
Rick Sales’ and Bill Wade’s much cele- 
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Weaver, once more rising to the occasion.

ne “the smaller Puen ramps mi to 


use at the Cow Palace were basically 


variations on Skitch Hitchcock's 3- 


foot-high wedge-shaped ‘'Stinger 
ramp,” which had actually received its 
first wide exposure the previous year at 
the L.A. Sports Arena Contest, They in- 
cluded Skitch’s foot-high launching 
ramps used for loose board and gorilla 
grip jumps, and a bigger freestyle 
ramp, which saw plenty of kick turn and 
slide action, 

Meanwhile, 2600 miles away, Florid- 
lans were beginning to apply the ramp 
concept to everyday riding. Local 
Lewis Graves credits ‘‘a group of 
munchkin kids stranded in the flatlands 
of Melbourne Beach”’ (Vol. 2, No. 6, pg. 
96), for coming up with the first curved 
wall prototype ‘‘using nothing but 
scrap wood and bent nails.’* Later ver- 
sions, Inspired less by surfing than 
avant-garde skateboarding, empha- 
sized height over width. Significantly, 
this move toward more radical forms of 
riding eventually also led to vertical and 
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tops of bowls and runs at the ‘'mel- 
lower’’ parks (@.g., Ground Swell 
Skatepark, Fort Pierce). 

In retrospect, It seems very natural 
now that the expanding ramp con- 
sclousness and experimentation of that 
period would lead, In less temperate cli- 
mates especially, to complete skate- 
parks made of portable, or at least 
honpermanent, structures. The Casino 
Arena, for example, a former concert 
hall. in Asbury Park, New Jersey, has 
housed major bank riding competitions 


since June, 1976. The original ‘“‘com- . 


petition wall’ measured 16-foot-high 
and sloped 70 degrees near the top. By 
the fall of 1977, however, this bank was 
substituted with a much larger one 
which ran 40’ In length, 22’ in height 
and provided a full 8’ of vertical. Ac- 
cording to Barry Segall, owner of the 
hall and President of International 
SKAbo Enterprises, the idea of using 
plywood banks, aside from the aspect 
of promoting indoor competition, has 
been to “experiment with different 
shapes,’’ as well as provide local 
youths with “a place of their own to 
skate.’ Toward this end, the Casino Ar- 
ena has also operated as an occasional 
skatepark, in fact allowing the skaters 
to actively help in the construction and 
arrangement of a variety of banks and 
half-pipes. As Barry reasons: ‘‘Flex- 
ibility is where the sport’s going.”’ This 
accumulated experience should serve 
SKAbo well in its development of a new 
indoor facility in Woodbridge, New Jer- 
sey, which is due this spring. 

Following Barry Segall’s lead in ply- 
wood indoor parks was another part- 
time facility, the Skateboard Arena of 
Huntington, Long Island. Although of- 
ten left dormant, reportedly due to 
vague complaints from the local com-

f the modular skateparks of the future 

are to be constructed of metal frames 

and polycarbonate skating surfaces 

(e.g., Lexan, Tuffac), they will have di- 
rectly evolved as much from fiberglass 
and, to some extent, plexiglass ramps, 
as from the plywood variety. A more du- 
rable and malleable material than ply- 
woods, fiberglass, for instance, has 
proven its usefulness as a skating sur- 
face in a number of portable parks 
(seven as of this writing) whose runs 
were manufactured by International 
Sports and Recreation Corporation of 
Fort Lauderdale, Florida. Fyber Rider 
Skatepark in Lakewood, New Jersey, 
for one, is a well-received indoor- 
outdoor facility, featuring a wide range 
of fiberglass runs including a full pipe 
similar to those developed by Imperial 
Century.

Although John Baron, President of 
Imperial Century, states that his fiber- 
glass tube and smaller ramps were 
conceived without knowledge of Inter- 
national Sports and Recreation’s ef- 
forts, it seems that Fyber Rider, on the 
other hand, has borrowed somewhat 
from John in adding a 4’ plexiglass ex- 
tension on top of their 13’ kick turn wall. 
Plexiglass, of course, was used on the 
arms of the original Pepsi ramp, con- 
structed early in 1977 by Imperial Cen- 
tury. it was basically the transparency 
of this resin material (meant to enhance 
spectator viewing of L.A. Pepsi Team 
ramp demos), which inspired the first 
experimentation by John and associ- 
ates with stronger, yet similarly clear, 
polycarbonate riding surfaces. Since 
then, John has gone exclusively with 
Lexan (a trademark for a type of poly- 
carbonate plastic) and fiberglass sur- 
faces for the second and third 
generation of ramps he is building for 
Pepsi, and for those structures he is 
beginning to market under the name 
“Fiberpark.”’ 


While Doug Firestone, who was for- 
merly associated with Imperial Century 
and now markets his own ramps 
through Hi-flite, would argue that poly- 
carbonates have rendered fiberglass 
obsolete for skating surfaces, John 
Baron would disagree. John cites a 
number of valid advantages of fiber- 
glass over polycarbonates, such as the 
ease with which it can be repaired, the 
fact that it requires less framing and its 
aforementioned malleability, particu-

larly in forming compound curves. The 
bottom line for John, however, is the 
“cost factor,’’ in that molded plastic is 
ultimately less expensive to work with. 
Says John: ‘“‘As a businessman, you 
have to reach a happy medium be- 
tween quality and cost.”’ 

Yet, although John will be building 
certain pipes, half-pipes and bowls with 
fiberglass, he will continue to develop 
half-pipes with Lexan surfaces. His 
most successful prototype of the latter 
variety, measures 15’ in height, 8’ in 
width and 22’ in diameter with the arms 
designed to fold inward for easy trans- 
port. The frame consists of bands of 
angle iron bent under enormous pres- 
sure to exact specifications. This step 
is critical since the lengthwise arcs of 
bent iron must not only be the same 
shape on each 8-foot-wide section of 
half-pipe, but also on other such sec- 
tions so as to match up flush when 
joined side by side. Though 8’ seems to 
be the optimal width for construction 
(Lexan comes in 4' x 8 sheets) and 
portability, at least 16’ is generally pre- 
ferred for safety and performance’s 
sake. The Lexan, on the other hand, is 
simply laid on the frame and either 
bolted on or, as with the upcoming Fi- 
berpark series, secured with aircraft 
rivets. 

Finished models of the Firestone/Hi- 
flite half-pipes, by comparison, were al- 
ready available for inspection and test 
flights during a skatepark conference 
hosted by Hi-flite last December in San 
Diego. While the ‘‘Space Flite Rad 
Ramp” showed similarities to Imperial 
Century’s Lexan half-pipe, especially in 
its surface (Tuffac) and basic design 
(15’ in height, 8’ in width and 20’ in di- 
ameter with 4’ of vertical, and inward 
folding arms), the most obvious 
difference was in its tubular steel frame 
of multiple trusses. It was this same 
type of construction which Doug Fire- 
stone used last fall on the ‘Tracker Ex- 
hibition half-pipe’’—a 13-foot-high and 
8-foot-wide Tuffac ramp on wheels—of 
which Tracker’s Dave Dominy says: ‘‘It 
didn't meet some of our engineering 
expectations ... but it’s structurally 
overbuilt, the same way our trucks are, 
and that’s the way we think.” The ribs 
on the Tracker design, in fact, run every 
2 feet, which, according to Dave, adds 
significantly to its stiffness and quiet- 
ness while being ridden, as well as to its 
strength and durability. (Dave even 
went so far as to order the aircraft riv- 
ets, standard on the Hi-flite ramps, 
more closely spaced than usual.)

iding these new polycarbonate 

and metal ramps is, under- 

standably, a story in itself. The 

pros on hand at the San Diego 
skatepark conference, for instance, 
adapted to the Hi-flite half-pipe (again, 
similar to Imperial Century’s) with few 
problems, if any. 

The characteristic slickness of the 
surface, which was dealt with in a wide 
variety of fashions, proved only a minor 
hindrance to the skaters. Waido, who 
emerged the show-stopper on the first 
day of the conference, remarked, ‘‘It is 
slippery, but that can be compensated 
for.’’ His basic solution was to use a 
customized Sims wheel with double 
lips and three lengthwise grooves for 
additional traction. Paul Hoffman, on 
the other hand, loosened his trucks to 
better cope with the tendency to slide 
during kick turns. And Steve Cathey 
simply adjusted his style of riding. ‘“‘You 
kinda hang on more,”’ Steve explains. 
“Unweight more at the top, compress 
harder at the bottom.’’ 

The uniquely safe nature of the 
framed polycarbonate surface, by com- 
parison, generated a consistent, favor- 
able response. Says Curtis 
Hessellgrave: ‘‘It’s the easiest surface 
to eat it on.” Or as John Hutson affirms: 
“It’s surprisingly safe. The flex, to- 
gether with the slipperiness, makes it 
really forgiving.”’ In other words, de- 
spite multiple ribs, the plastic gives 
enough to absorb the impact of most 
falls, while the slickness (like that of 


some pools and skatepark surfaces), 
prevents clothes and skin from catch- 
ing. After a short while, the riders begin 
to feel unusually uninhibited about fall- 
ing and sliding. 

Not surprisingly, the basic design 
generated much enthusiasm. States 
Curtis, once again: ‘‘It’s the nicest 
ramp I’ve ridden ... the curve is per- 
fectly symmetrical.’ Derek Von Brie- 
sen, who rides for Kryptonics in 
Colorado, felt similarly, explaining fur- 
ther, ‘I’ve never done fakies so easily in 
my life.” About the only improvement 
the skaters could suggest was some 
type of coping indicator, since the 
transparency of the plastic makes it dif- 
ficult to perceive exactly how close to 
the edge one is riding. Reportedly, both 
Hi-flite and Imperial Century are plan- 


. ning such a coping. 


here to from here? John Hut- 

son, who has nothing but good 

words to say about polycarbo- 

nate half-pipes, half-jokingly 
suggests that ‘‘everybody should have 
one in their backyard.’’ Another well- 
known John, John O'Malley, insists 
that ‘‘wood’s (still) the way to go, ex- 
pensewise and traction-wise.’’ But 
O'Malley, the cement sculptor with port- 
folio, admits that his opinion is also 
shaped by a vision which is more “‘aes- 
thetic” than metal and plastic can sat- 
isfy. His former sidekick, Gary Cocarro, 
on a more pragmatic note, comments 
that polycarbonate ‘“‘has far superior 
memory’”’ and will ‘‘outlast plywood 
maybe 20 to 1.” 


It seems, however, that in the realm 
of skateboard ramps, plywood is des- 
tined to continue to live a friendly and 
complementary coexistence with poly- 
carbonates and fiberglass. Although 
Hi-Flite is starting to market an 8’ x 4’ 
Tuffac ‘‘Rad Ramp”’ with adjustable 
camber for $250 (a ‘‘driveway ram p’’?), 
most of the structures presently being 
built by the three leaders in the mar- 
ket—International Sports and Recrea- 
tion, Hi-Flite and Imperial Century—are 
more clearly developed for skatepark 
use. John Baron may come up with a 
‘neighborhood park”’ of modular 
ramps (‘‘the minimum number of 
pieces for the maximum number of 
runs’’) for $50-75,000, and Hi-Flite may 
market their aforementioned seven-run 
facility for under $100,000, but back- 
yard and driveway ramps will continue 
to proliferate at a pace with local ne- 
cessity and enthusiasm. Either way, the 
skaters win. Good skating becomes 
more accessible ... and skating’s the 
name of the game. a

A DISCUSSION WITH 
ERNIE MARTIN AND 
HUCK ANDRESS

Less out of prophecy than sheer regard 
to the facts, | wrote in pages past that if 
skateboard competition ever came 
down to an East-West confrontation, 
Ernie Martin would most likely be at the 
forefront of the Eastern Challenge. | 
mean, this cat from the Asbury Park 
area of New Jersey (an acquaintance of 
Springsteen, no less!), had seemingly 
come out of nowhere to leap into 1st 
place in the high jump event at the 1976 
Long Beach Freeformer Champion- 
ships. He also looked impressive nego- 
tiating the barrels (he took 2nd in the

‘77 contest) and might also have fared 
well in the freestyle and slalom, had the 
invitation been extended to him in 
those events. Perhaps, then, Barry Se- 
gall (President of International SKAbo 
and owner of Asbury’s sometime in- 
door skate park, the Casino Arena), 
took the idea to heart when he began 
putting together an “East-West Chal- 
lenge”’ to be filmed this spring for net- 
work television. Understandably, Ernie, 
who has been a close friend of Barry’s 
for over two years now and recently 
signed on with SKAbo, will be a prime 
component of the Eastern Machine. 
Another East Coast SKAbo property 
with impressive credentials is Huck An- 
dress. A freestyle dynamo with roots in 
the Garden State as well, Huck and 
family were transplanted to Broker- 
town, Florida, last summer, where the 
mild winter climate is Presently better 
accommodating his predeliction for 





practice. At 16—4 years younger than 
his Northern counterpart—Huck has 
managed to more than match Ernie’s 
current formal titles of East Coast 
Champion in high jump (Casino Arena) 
and ‘‘World Heavyweight”’ in barrel 
jump (Ocean City, Maryland). A list of 
Huck’s major laurels would have to in- 
clude East Coast Champion in freestyle 
and aerials (Casino Arena) as well as 
Florida State Champion in freestyle and 
high jumping (Skateboard City, Port 
Orange). Although he is currently 
clearing 4’9” (‘I can’t wait till | get a 
little taller so | can start jumping some 





decent heights’’), his forte is an uncon- 
ventional and difficult brand of free- 
style. Some West Coast purists will, no 
doubt, disapprove of his frequent use 
of props and multi-board tricks, yet 
they would have to agree that he’s defi- 
nitely a force to be reckoned with. 
Ellen Berryman, current Freeformer 
World Champion in the women’s free- 
style, will certainly attest to that fact. It 
was the ever-graceful Ellen who Huck 


so closely overcame in a “Challenge of 
the Sexes’’ match of slalom and free- 
style in Mission Viejo, California, last 
November. A prelude of sorts to the up- 
coming East-West contest, the show (to 
be aired, tentatively, on February 5 and 
March 26) similarly pitted Ernie against 
Robin Logan in barrel jumping and wall 
riding. The latter had both of them 
working a 14’ by 8’ plywood half-pipe 
for two one-minute periods; Robin was 
required to reach a lower height than 
Ernie. She had a similar advantage in 
the barrel jump, where, as in the ramp 
event, she emerged victorious (leaving

Ernie to wonder if Robin’s abilities had 
been underestimated from the start).

Well, skaters out here, first of all, 
have the advantage of the weather, 
you know, the perfect situation for 
skating; skaters out here have been 
at it for a good five years. You have 
pools, natural drains .. . back East, 
it’s a whole different story. Now that 
the parks are going in, we're finally 
starting to get vertical and the kids 
are coming on strong. 

BUT THERE’S GENERALLY 
MUCH LESS VERTICAL IN 
THOSE PARKS THAN THE 
PARKS OUT HERE, RIGHT? 

Oh, yeah, a/otiess... 

But it's starting to happen. | don't 
consider the West Coast skaters 
gifted, you know; they’ve just had all 
the benefits we’ve never had. 

ARE THERE ANY DIFFERENT 
TRENDS IN THE WAY THE 
SPORT’S EVOLVING BACK 
THERE ? 

Not really. | guess the trend out 
here is toward bank riding and it’s 
basically the same back there. 
ISN’T THE FREESTYLE A LITTLE 
DIFFERENT? 


| have the impression that the 
skaters out here tend to specialize 
in one kind of style; either it’s red 
face, or footwork, or 360’s, like that. 
Back on the East Coast, there's a 
lot of skaters who are into all types 
of manuevers. It seems like they re 
developing a fuller style. As far as 
freestyle, the East and West are 
pretty close. 

HAVE YOU BEEN TO ALOT OF 
THE PARKS IN FLORIDA, HUCK? 
Yeah, I've been to just about all of 
‘em. They're really good, but, you 
know, they don't match the parks 
out here. The only one | know of 
that has decent vertical is 


Skateboard USA in Hollywood, but 
it's not even a challenge to ride cuz 
it just whips you right up to the top 
and that’s it. 

| KNOW THERE’S A LOT OF 
REALLY LONG BANKED RUNS IN 
THE FLORIDA PARKS 
ESPECIALLY. ARE THEY 
DICTATING OR REFLECTING A 
SURF ORIENTATION? 


Yeah, that’s for sure. On the East 
Coast, they build these huge snake 
runs for parks, but very few people 
ride like a snake run. They just try 
to work back and forth like a 
half-pipe.. . 

The park builders out here have a 
big advantage cuz they can consult 
with skaters who've been riding 
vertical for a long time. Back East, 
up to about six months ago, nobody 
even knew what vertical was. Parks 
that were built were just, like, one 
big run; they didn’t even consider 
other designs, like pools or half- 
pipes. 

(H) A lot of the parks were designed 
with crowd control in mind, you 
know, traffic flow; but it doesn’t 
work because, at a pool, maybe 
you'll have to wait a little bit more to 
make a run, but still they’re going to 
be much more riding a pool than a 
snake run. 

And it’s, like, a session; hang out 
and talk, you know, waich the 
others ride. 

WHICH ARE THE BEST PARKS 
YOU’VE VISITED? 

Tomoka Moon Forest is really nice. 
It's kind of mellow, right in the 
middle of the forest . . . Skateboard 
USA is really nice, and so is Fyber 
Rider, that fiberglass park in 
Lakewood, New Jersey... 

In the Northeast, I'd have to say the 
Casino Arena and Lakewood are 
the best. The Casino Arena has the 
most vertical up there; one ramp 
goes up about 20’ high and then 
into 5‘ of vertical . . . it’s huge! 
They're all wood ramps, so when 
you fall, you don’t get hurt. 


HOW DIFFERENT IS THE 
SKATING IN THE NORTHEAST 
AS COMPARED TO FLORIDA? IT 
SEEMS THAT FLORIDA 
CONSIDERS ITSELF A WHOLE 
DIFFERENT ENTITY. 

I'd have to say that in freestyle, 
which is what | know best, the 
Northerners have developed a more 
well-rounded type of freestyle, 
whereas in Florida, hardly 
anybody's into stuff like 
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headstands, spinners. etc. 

My impression is that Florida’s got 
freestylers, and up North it’s more 
bank riding. 

BECAUSE OF THE DIFFERENT 
TERRAIN? 

Yeah, more hills, plus the weather 

.. . when it's really cold out, nobody 
wants to freestyle . . . you go ride 
banks. And Florida’s flatland; before 
there were parks in Florida, that was 
all you could do. Up North, we were 
always into downhill. Three years 
ago on (small) wheels, we used to 
go out and do 35 or 40 M.P.H. up in 
the hills of Pennsylvania. 


WHO ARE THE HOTTEST 
SKATERS YOU’VE SEEN BOTH 
OUT HERE AND BACK EAST? 
I'd have to say Chris Strople, Wally, 
Frank Blood. . . Back East, right 
now in bank riding, I’d have to say 
five or six other skaters besides 
Huck and myself, like, the Bentley 
brothers, David and Boober from 
Haverford, Pennsylvania. | used to 
live in the suburbs of Philadelphia, 
and I’ve known them since | started 
skating. I'd also have to say Ray 
Ritter and Kevin Mahoney. 

The Orange Cycle Works Team has 
a lot of good skaters, like James 
Coswell, unreal in slalom, really 
fast; Charlie Gonzales and Bobby 
Mandrino, they're really fast 
slalomers, too. In freestyle, Danny 
Martin's really good, and so is Jim 
McCall. High jumping, you have 
Ernie, then Mike Brian. . . 

We've got some surprises in high 
jumping; I’ve been coaching a few. 
skaters back there . . . just 
skyrockets! 


HUCK, YOU HAVE AN UNUSUAL 
ROUTINE. HOW DID THAT COME 
ABOUT? 

Well, sometimes I'll ask my friends 
to think of, say, the most outlandish 
trick | could do with a table; and, if it 
can’t be done, we'll come up with 
something like it. Like, the table 
trick | did in the show yesterday, my 
mother thought up for me. | start off 
on a moving board and jump up 
about 3’ to the low end of a slanted 
table, ride a board across the top 
and freefall off the other end, which 
is alittle over 4’ high. . . 

A lot of people don’t appreciate 
props in freestyle. They think 
anybody can get out there and 
perform with props, but that’s not 
true. Huck’s got his props down to a 
science... 

And, like, especially with a general 
audience, when they see somebody

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jump over a high jump and land on 
three boards that are on top of each 
other, and do all these table tricks 
and jumps over cars, they can 
relate to it. . . it’s exciting. | love 
props; I'll never have a routine. 
without ‘em. 

IS THERE A PREJUDICE 
DEVELOPING ON THE EAST 
COAST AGAINST FREESTYLE? 
Wally put it the best way when | was 
out here last: He said, ‘‘| don’t care 
what you can do—if you can 
freestyle or whatever—if you can't 
rip bowls and banks, you're not 
considered a good skater."' I'd say 
that, for the majority of skaters back 
there, that determines it. 
Personally, | love freestyle; there’s 
nothing I'd rather do more than go 
into a nice indoor arena witha 
couple of friends and just make up 
tricks and get them wired. Parks are 
really fun, but I’d rather freestyle 
than ride banks. | just love it; | 
practice all the time. 

| used to do freestyle all the time 
when there were no banks or parks 
around; as a matter of fact, | used to 
do well in (freestyle) contests, 
always placing first or second. Then 
the parks came around and | just 
quit riding freestyle totally. I’m more 
of a bank rider now, whereas Huck 
has kept his freestyle. 


ANY CLOSING THOUGHTS? 
Speaking for the East, | feel we 
haven't always gotten the coverage 
we deserve . . . the kids back there 
are really gettin’ hungry .. . | know 
in your last few magazines, you've 
started getting into it, though. 
That’s what SKAbo’s gonna 

try to do, you know, develop 
skateboarding in the East. They’re 
working really hard at it, and the 
East Coast is comin’ out. 

WHAT ABOUT THIS EAST/WEST 
CHALLENGE? 

That's gonna be great, | can hardly 
wait for it to happen. 

| have a feeling we'll clean up ina 
couple of events, | really mean that. 
High jumps, barrel jumps, | think 
we'll take ‘em. For sure!

| couldn't believe the alarm had really 
gone off, but here it was 4:30 A.M. and 
my traveling companion, Paul Gross, 
and | were supposed to meet Hal Jep- 
sen at Los Angeles Airport at 6:30 A.M. 
We were traveling to Florida, Puerto 
Rico and the U.S. Virgin Islands (with 
some other stops in mind as well) to 
work with Hal on his up-coming film, 
SKATEBOARD MADNESS. I'd met Hal 
only a week or so before, and my only 
impression of him had come from his 
surfing films which I'd seen, COSMIC 
CHILDREN, SUPER SESSION and A 
SEA FOR YOURSELF. The latter film, 
released in 1972, contained what 
was probably the first modern era 
skateboard footage, and mutual friends 
told me of Hal's interest in creating a 
feature-length skate film due to the 
success of that particular segment. It 
was with an air of positive anticipation 
that we loaded up the car and made the 
early morning drive from San Clemente 
to the airport. 

| was pleasantly surprised when we 
arrived at L.A.X. to find that the other 
members of the crew with Hal were 
Stacy Peralta; Kent Senatore and his 
younger brother, Scott; Jo Jans, Hal's 
production assistant; and cameraman 
Craig Halley, who was in the water at 
Pipeline in Hawaii just the day before, 
filming a surf movie, after which he took 
the midnight flight to L.A. He'd arrived 
only an hour before our scheduled time 
of departure. 

It wasn't until we boarded the L1011 
that | actually began to feel | was going 
somewhere. Stacy, on the other hand, 
was flashing on the potentially steep in- 
clination of the jet as it took off, com- 
menting that the aisle would provide an 
interesting downhill run. Paul was 
flashing on the perfect-looking surf up 
and down the California coast, wonder- 
ing out loud if he shoulnd't have waited 
a day or two to meet us in Florida. But he 
was too late, so we all set our sights on 
the East coast and points South.

The flight to Atlanta, where we were 
to change planes for Ft. Lauderdale, 
was pleasant; but the restlessness ev- 
eryone experienced during the hour- 
and-a-half wait between flights led to a 
rather impromptu freestyle session in 
the waiting area. When an airport secu- 
rity guard appeared and told the guys 
they weren’t allowed to skate in the ter- 
minal, a spectator—quite a few had 
gathered by then—told him we were 
doing a demo. That seemed to satisfy 
him, so he said, ‘‘Well, then it’s alright!” 
The entertainment proceeded until 
some real police arrived and told us 
that we’d need to get a permit from the 
airport management before doing any 
more ‘‘demos.”’ Fortunately, everyone 
had gotten loose by expending the 
energy pent up on the four-hour flight. 
We got into Ft. Lauderdale late that af- 
ternoon, collected our forty-three 
pieces of luggage and eight surf- 
boards, rented an eight-passenger van 
and set about looking for a place to 
skate. 

The first stop was the Solid Surf 
Skate Park in Ft. Lauderdale. We ar- 
rived unannounced about an hour be- 
fore sunset and were stoked to find 
some hot local skaters ripping on some 
new additions to the park. As we were 
to discover, the original conservative 
construction of most of the Florida 
skate parks left the skaters looking for 
more challenge; thus, most of the parks 
have constructed wooden ramps, ex- 
tending the original designs to include 
some radical verticals. For the most 
part, these ramps are very well built and 
the skating potential in this area has ri- 
sen exponentially in the past several 
months. Solid Surf has also included a 
pipe section that offers a real chal- 
lenge, even though its diameter may be 
too small for optimum skating. After 
skating into the evening hours and 
meeting some of the area’s riders, we 
agreed to meet back at Solid Surf again 
in two days. With this, we packed all our 
gear and headed out to find a place to 
eat and a motel to stay in.

The next morning, we made an early 
call at the Safe Surf Skate Park. We ar- 
rived about two hours before the park 
was to open, but managed to talk the 
staff into letting us in for a while to do 
some skating and filming. This park has 
recently added a pair of wooden ramps 
on either side of a concrete run. Stacy 
really got into this section of the park, 
working consistent one-wheelers off 
the top of the wooden lips. Kent and 
Scott carved the high-speed banks, 
and all of them found one spot that was 
really conducive to lip slides. After an 
hour or so, we thanked the owners and 
went on to Groundswell Skate Park. 

Groundswell was in the midst of a 
contest when we arrived; some of the 
best skaters in central Florida were 
there. We sorta wandered around for a 
while, watching the skating. Before | 
had left California, Warren Bolster had 
told me how hot the skaters were out 
here, but seeing this large group of hot 
teams all at once was a surprise, none- 
theless! Even Stacy, who had accom- 
panied The Beast on an earlier trip, was 
amazed at how everyone had taken 
the skating he’d seen then and modi- 
fied and improved it to better han- 
dle the new ramp sections added to 
Groundswell. 

A traveling Pro has a problem to con- 
tend with. Wherever he goes, the local 
skaters, who really have a place wired, 
expect the Pro to blow their minds im- 
mediately. But riding an unknown sur- 
face and curves with all the pressure of 
about a hundred people watching is 
pretty intense. With the quality of skat- 
ing at hand, Stacy, Kent and Scott 
seemed to take a little longer to put on 
their gear and loosened up at first by 
doing freestyle routines for a while. 
Pretty soon the main ramp became the 
center of attraction and the local guys 
got into it. Greg Meischeid’s aerials and 
Guy Hoffman’s one-wheelers—as well 
as the skating of several hot riders 
whose names we didn’t catch—stoked 
us all. After several hours of filming, Hal 
and Craig were beaming! 

Traveling up the coast to Indian Har- 
bor, we saw several ramps set up in 





back yards and driveways. With the flat 
landscape and apparent iack of 
rideable pools in Florida (most are too 
squared off), ramps and parks are sup- 
plying most of the vertical space. Some 
of the private ramps almost made us 
stop; one, in particular, nearly caused a 
mutiny—but we stayed on course and 
made it to Indian Harbor about half an 
hour before sunset. 

Indian Harbor had (just two days pre- 
viously) erected an 8’ high ramp exten- 
sion on the back run. Radical! Mark 
Lake, Guy Hoffman, Greg Meischeid, 
Kent Senatore and several other skat- 
ers got into a heavy session on the new 
boards. One-wheelers, high-speed 
carves and some amazing aerials were 
happening on almost every run. Mark 
and Greg, only a couple of days before, 
had developed an aerial that | can only 
describe as a somersault. After a few 
hours of this kind of treatment, the 
ramp itself began to show the strains; 
the guys finally broke two or three holes 
in the surface due to the impact of their 


aerial landings, both successful and 
unsuccessful. The action stoked us all 
so much that we decided to stay in the 
area overnight and return the next 
morning to get even more films and 
Stills. 

To a Californian, a unique facet of 
Florida is its inland waterway which 
runs up and down the state. A great 
number of homes, apartments, hotels, 
motels and restaurants line the banks. 
We found an open-air seafood place 
which had its own boat dock in back— 
Or maybe the street was the back?! We 
enjoyed an excellent fish dinner, 
watching everything from rowboats to 
some rather bourgeois yachts cruising 
the inlet. The evening's libations and 
the tropical atmosphere getting the 
better of us, someone decided to test 
the thrust potential of a very flexible 
iced-tea spoon, a little crushed ice pro- 
viding an excellent projectile. Stacy, 
being on the receiving end, reacted 
predictably; before long, numerous 
thrust potential experiments were in

The next morning, we returned to In- 
dian Harbor. Being a school day, the 
park was all but deserted. Fortunately, 
Mark Lake and Guy Hoffman returned 
and the Bruce Walker Team showed up, 
so that, along with Stacy, Kent and 
Scott, we had some more hot action to 
film. Craig Halley, a pretty good skater 
himself, spent most of the morning film- ) 
ing while skating behind, in front of, 
and, sometimes, over and under the ac- 
tion. Craig would follow the other skat- 
ers down the back run, through the 
bank and on up the ramp, all the while 
filming the guys doing aerials and one- 
wheelers. The high-speed footage he 
shot that morning should be unreal: At 
times, he was carving full speed on the 
ramp, only a foot or two from some very 
heavy skating. While all this was going 
on, Hal’s production assistant, Jo Jans, 
was taping interviews with the skaters. 

The interviews were consistent on 
one point. It seems that a lot of the best 
surfers in Florida have gotten into skat- 
ing, due to the inconsistency of 
rideable waves in that area. Skating 
keeps them in condition for the rock 
and roll surf style the East coasters 
seem to prefer; and guys who are more 
into surfing tend to skate a little more 
conservatively than those who don’t 
surf at all. Missing one swell due to an 
injury might mean missing the main 
part of the season, as major swells—or, 
as in this year, ‘‘the swell’’—are few and 
far between. The increased use of qual- 
ity safety gear is changing this attitude 

. Slowly. 

Later on in the morning, Craig, who 
had been getting more and more dar- 
ing all the time, came back to the pro 
shop with a badly damaged camera. It 
seems that the camera ended up in the 
same place as the landing of an aerial 
maneuver and the optics suffered the 
consequences. Craig was stoked be- 
cause he’d gotten the ride on film. Hal 
just shook his head: It was his camera.

After several hours of skating, every- 
one was getting burned out and we de- 
cided it was time to head back to Ft. 
Lauderdale. The drive down seemed to 
take forever, and all eight of us were 
pretty subdued. Conversation was at a 
minimum, and what little there was 
mainly centered on how tired we were 
and how late we were running. 

We weren’t really prepared for the in- 
tensity we encountered when we re- 
turned to Solid Surf. The same hot 
locals we saw earlier were there, but 
they were joined by a lot more skaters 
and spectators. The place was packed! 
The two main attractions were the pipe 
and round bowl sections of the park. A 
pair of rollerskaters, Ward and ‘‘Wiid”’ 
Wegner, myself and Fran Kukulski, a 
really hot girl skater, all got more than 
vertical in the relatively small pipe sec- 
tion, sometimes working in there two at 
a time. Meanwhile, Stacy and Kent 
were getting the bowl section really 
wired as evening drew near, and the 
action between them and the locals 
was hot. One-wheelers and aerials 
were becoming commonplace. Skater, 
Alan Gelfand, performed an aerial lip 
slide with amazing consistency. Woody 
Woods made several somersaults out 
of the bowl and onto the grass on top. 
Finally, it got too dark for movie filming, 
but | shot stills with a strobe while Jo 
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taped more conversations between the 
skaters until, at last, everyone was so 
tired that we decided to call it a night. 

With four intense days of skating and 
filming behind us, our thoughts turned 
to the Caribbean, surfing there being a 
more likely prospect than skating. The 
potential for skating on the islands was 
totally unknown to us. We had a hectic 
morning of washing clothes and pack- 
ing bags, followed by a quick trip to the 
airport. Before we knew it, we were in 
the air on a short flight to Miami. 

Once there, our wanderings about 
the airport led to several discoveries. 
We found a 50¢ ‘‘take-your-own’”’ photo 
booth that provided numerous portraits 
of questionabie quality; and a quick trip 
to the men’s room revealed the latest in 
hedonistic decadence: Toilet seat 
warmers. . .in the middle of Florida, no 
less! ‘‘I| don’t even believe this,’’ 
howled Craig from his private com- 
partment. Later, boarding our fourth 
flight of the trip, overtones of Spanish 
conversations and flight instructions 
set the mood for our next stop, the is- 
land of Puerto Rico. gs

Big Business

December 9, 1977.1 have a sinking suspi- 
cion |’m in the wrong place. It is a typical 
convention scene: Hundreds of serious- 
looking businessmen in suits and ties— 
some anxiously filling out forms and 
shuffling papers in briefcases at a regis- 
tration desk staffed by well-groomed 
ladies; others milling around pre- 
occupied, checking their gold digital 
watches, or shaking hands, slapping 
backs and exchanging business cards—a 
few women; harder to categorize, but 
generally looking either very professional 
or very lost. (I include myself with the 
latter.) Here and there, a waiter in a 
starched white coat and black bow tie 
pushes a cart through the crowd, ignor- 
ing everyone. The prevailing vibes are 
typical of a business meeting, too: Con- 
trolled anticipation, wary skepticism, 
confusion, self-consciousness and impa- 
tience to get on with the business at 
hand. I’m still-wondering what I’m doing 
here. : 

At first glance, this group is like any 
other at the San Diego Town and Country 
Hotel's vast, red-carpeted Convention 
Center, where conferences of all sorts 
are held regularly year ‘round. But there 
is something unusual about this day. 
Looking more closely, | notice more 
young people in the crowd than might be 
expected here, dressed more casually 
and in bolder colors, seeming fresher, 
perhaps more eager and enthusiastic, 
than their older counterparts. Other de- 
tails, unnoticed at first, come into focus. 
Through the hum of the crowd, a distinct 
and rhythmic thumping emerges, accom- 
panied by a mysterious whooshing 
sound. Gravitating towards the source of 
this unidentifiable noise are a few very 
young people, brightly—if minimally— 
clad, many with colored helmets and 
pads. In sharp contrast to the group 
they're sliding through, these people 
don't look confused or lost or intimidated 
at all. They seem confident, like they 
know where they're going and what 
they're doing there. | don’t, so | follow 
them. 

It was a good move. | end up outside in 
the fresh air, escaping the oppressive 
buzz and crush of the crowd inside. Out 
here, everybody looks loose; every- 
body's dressed comfortably, like they 
should be in warm, sunny Southern Cali- 
fornia (even if it is 3° below and snowing 
in Chicago). | also discover the huge, 
transparent half-pipe, which is the source 
of that strange noise, being worked heav- 
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ily by a demo team skater. His expression 
of concentration is no less intense than 
those on the faces of the people inside, 
but it is somehow more relaxed and 
happy, nevertheless. Maybe that’s be- 
cause he's doing it while they're inside 
talking about it. 

Now the reason this convention feels 
different becomes clear. Granted, they're 
discussing the statistics and financing 
and marketing of an industry, just like 
they do at other conferences; but the 
subject at hand is skateboarding—in par- 
ticular, skate parks—and that represents 
more than just a business: It means fun; it 
means activity and health; it means 
energy, young energy—the kind of 
energy that comes from knowing you're 
alive and feeling good about it. Now | 
know why I’m here: It’s what’s happen- 
ing. Skateboarding has hit the big time. 
That’s why all those people inside are 
here, too. They don't know much about 
the sport, but they want to learn. Most of 
them are interested because skateboard- 
ing represents an already huge—and still 
rapidly growing—industry and market, 
which translates into ‘‘money to be 
made."’ Millions of people are buying 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
skateboarding equipment and they're 
looking for places to use it, hopefully safe 
places. They want skate parks. They'll 
pay for skate parks. Thus, this 
convention. 

John Senneff of Skatepark Pub- 
lications developed the concept and or- 
ganized the Skatepark Conference late 
last Spring with the assistance of Walters 
and Company. Their goals were to offer a 
forum for educating people to the op- 
portunities involved in skate parks and to 
provide information on the various as- 
pects of developing and operating such a 
facility. At the same time, an exhibition 
would introduce potential skate park de- 
velopers to some of the companies which 
provide services and equipment involved 
in the industry. The Skatepark Confer- 
ence combined a service with a market- 
ing and business venture. 

The 2-day program included lectures, 
visual presentations, a product and serv- 
ice exhibit, skateboarding demonsira- 
tions and a visit to El Cajon and Spring 
Valley skate parks. The lectures dealt with 
a wide range of subjects relating to skate- 
boarding and skate parks. SKATE- 
BOARDER’s own Publisher, Dave Dash, 
fearless in his uncompromising dedica- 


tion to the sport, opened the conference 
with a historical overview of the devel- 
opment of skateboarding and its market, 
pointing out its potentials and making 
suggestions about vital areas to be con- 
sidered when planning for the future. 
Other lectures presented information on 
financing and business planning; zoning 
and community involvement; design, en- 
gineering, construction and operation of 
skate parks; insurance; organization of 
competitions and safety programs; and 
discussions of optional facilities, such as 
indoor structures. A major highlight, in 
my estimation, was the presentation by 
Sally Anne Miller, one-time Planning and 
Parks Commissioner for the City of Irvine 
and current Executive Director of the 
|.S.A. Her comprehensive knowledge, ex- 
pertise and untiring efforts in behalf of the 
sport are truly impressive. In addition, Lex 
Baxter, representing the Consumer Prod- 
ucts Safety Commission, gave an inter- 
esting and informative speech on safety, 
which included a report on accident and 
hazard statistics. Very heavy. 

About 370 people came from near and 
far (mostly far), representing 35 states 
and 8 foreign countries. Most who at- 
tended were either current skate park 
owners and operators or entrepreneurs 
interested in investing in skate parks. 
There were also some professional 
people, such as attorneys and account- 
ants, who wanted to learn about the park 
business, as well as several industry and 
media personnel. Their reactions to the 
Skatepark Conference varied consid- 
erably, seeming to depend largely upon 
each individual's level of knowledge and 
experience prior to attending. The gen- 
eral presentations provided a well- 
rounded view for newcomers, but more 
specific information on factual statistics 
and design, not to mention a broader rep- 
resentation of the industry and more ac- 
tive skateboarders would have been 
desirable. It became apparent to every- 
one in attendance that the sport is still so 
young that no one yet knows all the an- 
swers to all the questions which arise in 
discussing skateboarding and skate 
parks. In fact, the only people who really 
know skateboarding are the skaters 
themselves. (This group was con- 
spicuously absent during the lecture 
program.) 

What we did learn by the end of this 
conference was that the market, like the 
sport, has unlimited potential for growth 
and development; but there are many ob- 
stacles—such as governmental safety 
regulations, bureaucratic red-tape, out- 
rageous insurance rates, community re- 
sistance, inadequate knowledge and 
unrealistic expectations—which could 
hamper that growth and make those po- 
tentials unattainable if the industry does 
not organize and regulate itself. This 
awareness is both exciting and sobering, 
even frightening; but that’s show-biz. 


One of the most valuable accom- 
plishments of the conference was that it 
showed actual ‘‘live’’ skateboarding, giv- 
ing many of the conferees their first real 
exposure to this radical sport. It sounds 
unbelievable, but most of these people 
seriously considering investing hundreds 
of thousands of dollars—and who had al- 
ready spent a few hundred just to attend 
the conference—had never seen a skate- 
boarder in action! Needless to say, many 
minds were blown by the hot skaters’ ac- 
tive visual definition of the simple word, 
“skateboarding,” and the limitless hori- 
zons it encompasses. | have seen a lot of 
skating, and my mind still gets blown ev- 
ery time | see more. 

Another benefit was that the confer- 
ence allowed people from all over the 
world to meet and exchange ideas, expe- 
riences and information about skate 
parks. No doubt, many important con- 
tacts were made and much business was 
transacted on the side. | avoided that 
part. 

Best of all, the Skatepark Conference 
made clear the serious responsibilities 
which must be faced and accepted by ev- 
eryone in the industry. The sport must be 
organized and made safe if it is to flour- 
ish; and the industry cannot survive with- 
out the sport. Therefore, what’s good for 
the sport—and for skateboarders—is 
good for the industry. This means that all 
facets of the industry must not only sup- 
port and promote skateboarding, but that 
they must make it better and safer for skat- © 
ers; otherwise, the government and in- 
surance companies will simply shut it 
down. Period. No market would mean no 
money; and when money talks, business 
listens. Investors are into it for the money; 
skateboarders are into it for the fun. But 
the money comes directly from the skat- 
ers, and to make that income, the busi- 
ness interests must protect and cater to 
those skaters. Like it or not, those are the 
undeniable facts. Personally, | like it. 

The skaters have more than their dol- 
lars; they have also the exclusive expe- 
rience and information vital to the 
business people who want to become in- 
volved in the industry. That’s what makes 
skateboarding unusual; for once, the 
young people, who are into it for the fun, 
are calling the shots. The beauty of it all is 
summed up in the simple phrase, SKAT- 
ERS RULE! That's people power. But with 
power comes obligation.

Ob- 
viously, we can’t tell you about all of 
them, so we try to select only the newest 
and most unusual to present for your con- 
sideration. 

CRYSTALITE SKATEBOARDS 

The Crystalite skateboard by PIPP Prod- 
ucts of Anaheim, CA, was introduced last 
month. We believe it is unique to the in- 
dustry in that it will incorporate for the 
first time a clear acrylic inlay. (This adds 
more beauty than actual performance.) 
The Crystalite is 30’’ long and 8”’ wide, 
with special attention having been given 
to the kicktail design and wheel place- 
ment to allow additional leverage. This 
board is not only handsome; it is fully 
guaranteed against splitting or delami- 
nating. Wheels are hot poured, high den- 
sity urethane; the Lotus #3D (2%” by 
2%’) is the fastest wheel in the PIPP in- 
ventory. The Lotus Wide Track 7”’ truck is 
one of the better trucks available on the 
market. The board also comes complete 
with pads. This combination of com- 
ponents makes the Crystalite a 
skateboard that can give a serious skater 
pride in his equipment. The decks sell for 
$30.95 each, while the complete board is

D-BEAM TRUCK 

Art Commodities International of New- 
port Beach, CA, has informed us of a 
unique truck design which they are cur- 
rently developing to offer manufacturers 
in the industry. Based on the engineering 
structure of a deflecting beam, the D- 
Beam (TM) is a one-piece, special for- 
mula injection-molded nylon truck. 
Though it has no moving parts, the nylon 
material allows the truck to flex and twist, 
producing a soft, ‘‘cushioning’’ effect. 
The inventors claim that the reduction of 
vibration and friction—due to the one- 
piece construction—will make the D- 
Beam fast, stable, predictable and highly 
maneuverable, as well as very quiet. To 
adjust the flex, angled wedges would be 
inserted between the truck and the 
board. The material has a tensile strength 
of 11,200 Ibs. per square inch and tests 
out at over 3 G’s, yet it is very light (3.5 
oz. per 2%’ wide axle truck). The proto- 
types have a 3-hole bolt pattern and will 
be offered in axle widths of 2%" and 4%” 
to start with. The inventors estimate that 
the D-Beam trucks will retail at about

While we haven't yet had the opportunity 
to fully test this unusual truck under all 
skating conditions, we must admit that 
we're intrigued by the concept. We're 
looking forward to further developments 
in this area, and will pass along the info to 
you as we receive it. 

SLALOM COMP TRUCKS 

Slalom Comp, a new high performance 
skateboard truck designed for strength, 
maneuverability and appearance, was in- 
troduced recently by Sure Craft, Inc., of 
South El Monte, CA. This truck is intended 
for use in slalom, parks, pools and pipes. 
Slalom Comps are sand cast 356 T6 
aluminum—which they consider stronger 
than die cast aluminum—and are extra 
heavy to provide additional strength. The 
axle itself is a hardened steel alloy, and 
the pivot bushing is poured urethane. 
This truck also utilizes compound rubber 
shock absorbers. Sure Craft claims that 
this truck is the only one on the market 
with a %’’ pivot point and a poured ure- 
thane bushing. The baseplate is 3%’ 
long, 2%"’ wide and ‘4”' thick; the axle 
hanger is 3%’’ in length, and the axle it- 
self is 6%4’’. Slalom Comps are very color- 
ful! The axle hanger is red, the base plate 
dark blue, and the shock absorbers are 
white. The red and blue are fused candy- 
apple finishes.
